Directly on landing no doubt remains 
that you are visiting an Inter-national 
Exposition. You find yourself in the 
vegetable heart of Mexico. Enormous 
agaves and cacti line the white-shelled 
walks. Artificial grass-sown elevations, 
all ridged and peaked, in semblance of 
famous mountains in cactus-land, and 


have been imported hither, surrounded 
with pulqué-loving peons and soldiers, 
heighten still further the illusion of en- 
trance into a foreign land. 

These blue-bloused and sombrero- 
wearing Mexicane are generous with 
their national intoxicant, and dip it up 
freely for you from the green vegetable 
basin formed in the stalk’s center. 
Also, in Horticultural Hall, the 
white, foaming, acidulous juice of the 
maguey is on tap—or, rather, under 
ladle—for northern tasters of this 
‘‘ardent,’’ and for unaccustomed palates 
of every land. A pretty sight it is to 
watch a pair of rosy lips sipping warily 
the creamy draught; or, with surprised 
éyes, and startled ears, becoming ac- 
quainted with the harsh notes of tropic 
birds, the luscious oddities in fruits 
and nuts, and the fantastic forms and 
brilliant ‘‘bravery’’ of orchid and par- 
asitic life in Mexico. 

Passing on to the Main Building, 
through the lovely avenue of live oaks, 
you find, just inside the river-ward 
entrance, the richly adorned archways, 
leading into the space for Mexican ex- 
hibits. Within are arranged uniform 
cabinets of ebony for the products of 
the different States of the republic. 
There are hundreds of the immense 
cabinets filled with. articles of great 
rarity and interest, convin all ob- 
servers that Mexico has other than rude 
elements among her population. 

The beauty of the Mexican head- 
quarters, with its truncated towers and 
gables, its exterior timbering and stud- 
ding, painted in vivid vermillion, is 
still another proof. You enter, through 

a lofty archway, the inner court, around 
which are built the apartments of o ffi- 
cers and men. Here, too, is the studio 
of Epitacio Calvo, the professor in 
charge of sculpture and painting. He is 
a refined-looking man of the Mexican 
race, born in their capital half a cen- 
tury ago. Heis completing statues for 
the niches in the towers, and will super- 
intend the hanging of his contry’s con- 
tributions in the art gallery. And we 
are assured that the pictorial treasures 
of our sister Republic will notably 
grace its walls. 

But I have not spoken of the great 
octagonal iron building in which is to 
be displayed the mineral wealth of the 
land of the Montezumas. It is Mores- 
que’’ in style, 78 feet in diameter, 75 
feet to summit of golden eagle on dome. 
The ornamental surfaces in relievo, and 
the columns and arches when painted 
in the favorite Moorish tints will repro- 
duce in iron the effects of the far-famed 
Alhambra, and mark an artistic tri- 
umph of our iron age. The contract of 
the Mexican government with the Key- 
stone Bridge Company of Pittsburg in- 
cludes its erection here and subsequent 
removal to the City of Mexico, where it 
will become a Temple of Music. 

Making New Orleans, at this time, a 
‘*stop-over’’ on the passage of their ar- 
chitectural luxury to its destined site, 
is the weightiest compliment yet paid 
to this Exposition—involving the re- 
handling of 280 tons of iron. 

In every art Mexico seems to come 
fully equipped. Her military band fur- 
nishes music that will vibrate in the 
memory forevermore. Its last Sunday’s 
concert in Music Hall was crowded with 
enthusiastic listeners. 
ways stands throughout its entire pro- 
grammes. So you can see “it is no 
slouch.’’ 

The era of good feeling inaugurated 
at last Thursday’s mass meeting was 
brought about in part, as I verily believe, 
by their rollicking intermixture of ‘‘Dix- 
ie’s Land' and Lankee Doodle Dandy, 
the strange medley convulsing with fun 
consuls, creoles, Yankee exhibitors and 
Exposition visitors, composing the au- 
dience. 

New Orleans is fast waking up to a 
suitable appreciation of the prize she 
has drawn. The latest triumph was 
the large attendance, last evening, at 
Mrs. Howe’s lecture, IS Polite So- 
ciety Polite?’ resulting in over $500 
for the benefit of the Woman’s Ex- 
position Department. The funny feat- 
ure of the occasion was the introduction 
to the audience by Gayarré, the pomp- 
ous historian of Louisiana, of the Poet, 
of the Sierras as
